CHICAGO’S BOULEVARDS. 
Chicago was alm ost as large as K ansas 
City now is when the initial steps 
toward ita 
m agniiicent park and boulevard system were 
taken. The original conception was on a erand 
scale and it was some tim e bei'oro decisive 
measures werepufc in force. Through the efforts 
of public-spirited citizens the legislature passed 
bills for the establishm ent, control and m aln- 
tenaoeofthe parks, and the people, entering 
into the spirit of the improvem ent, aeccpted 
the burden of expense. 
The com bined area oi Chicago’s parks now Is 
over two thousand acres. 'They are connected 
by boulevards. 
Most of the land taken for the system was lo­ 
cated on the opeu prairie w ith only bits of 
stunted tim ber here and there and w ithout nat­ 
ural advantages that could be utilized in pre­ 
paring the attractive features of the landscape.s. 
There were no such glorious expanses of pic­ 
turesque sccnrry as surround Kansas City. The 
lakes were dug, the variations In the surface 
were laboriouslv made and all the artistic de­ 
signs are of » rtificial construction,w rought with 
much toll and painstaking. Nearly all of the 
varied vegetation w'as procured by the tr-ins- 
planting of trees, plants and grasses from other 
point.s, and it was only by the greatest care that 
the parks have grown from the aead level of a 
treeless soil into lacdacapes of infinite variety 
aud beauty. 
The boulevards are. paved w ith cedar blocks 
and macadam. 
Most of them are bordered with 
elms whlcli are set in grassy strips between the 
sidewalk and the curbing. 
The botilevard park system is divided into 
three divisions aud is supported in part by 
special taxation. 
The T hirty-fifth street boulevard is GO feet 
wide; Michigan avenue, Oakwood and W ash­ 
ington boulevard.s, 100 feet; G rand boulevard, 
198; Drexol, Garfield aud W estern avenue, 200; 
Douglas and Central, 250. They combine, or 
enter the parks, form ing a continuous driveway 
more than thirty miles long. 
G rand boulevard ha« a broad central driveway 
between wide grass strips bordered w ith double 
row« of trees. O utside the grass strips are two 
roadway.s, each iil» feet wide, one being reserved 
for equoetrians, ^the other for general trafiic. 
Beyond these are other grass striij« w ith rows 
of trees, and, beyond all, the siflewalks. 
Gar- 
fieldjand W estern avenue boulevards are sim ilar 
to the Grand. 
Central Ixtulevard has a central driveway 
flanked w ith narrow lawns beyond vrhich are 
bridal paths. 
Dtexel boulevard, which is about 1 lo miles 
long and 200 feet wide, contains a broad lawn 
in the center, planted with trees. sbrub)>erv cud 
tlowers and traversed by sinuous paths. There 
is also a beautiful fountain given by the Messin. 
Drexel, of Philadelphia, for whom the thorough­ 
fare is named. On cither side of the central 
lawn is a broad driveway. 
A broad boulevard descrining a fifteen mile 
circuit, south and west of Kansas City, and 
utilizing the natural glories of the Isndseape, 
would eclipse the beantiful thoroughfare of Chi­ 
cago aud »K> m uch less expensive.

THE POISONOUS IVY VINE- 


T he H avoc It 1« Causinfi: in F liilad elpltla 
P a rk and C em eteries. 
From the Fhiladelphia Times. 
Tho board of health is going to make j^-ar on 
the poison vine« in the cemeteries and Fair- 
moant park. Hundreds of men, women aud 
children have been poisoned by tho vinos this 
summer, and au aggressive campaign will be 
conducted to compel the removal and destruc­ 
tion of the dangerous foliage. The vine that is 
the most abundant in the cemeteries and the 
people’s pleasure grounds, and is the most 
dangerous, is the poison ivy. Many call it the 
poison ouk, and in some sections it is known as 
the mercury vine. 
It has leaves formed of 
three leaflets, which are notched, lobed, or even 
entire. They are of a glossy green, turning 
a dark crimson in the autumn. The vine is 
sometimes mistaken for the Virginia creeper, 
which, however, is easily distinguished by hav­ 
ing five leaflets inst^-ad of three, and having a 
more delicate texture. 
The poison ivy is a 
coarse, thick-stemmod, scrubb}' vine, though 
often very bixuriant 
It prefers a shady or 
moist spot, but it protrudes promiscuously. 
It 
travels through the grass, creeps among rose­ 
bushes, crawls over rocks, clusters around 
fences, embraces tombstones, aud frequently 
climbs to the top of the loftiest trees. 
The vine 
is tenacious, and tangles its fil>ers with tho 
roots of trees and buries its ends in grass and 
under monuments. 
Some people can touch the 
poisonous viue and remain unharmed, but they 
are few, au d it is not healthy to handle the 
vine. 
THE CAUKR OF AGONY. 
Many people, especially women, are suscepti­ 
ble to the poisonous effects of the vine by mere­ 
ly going near it 
Unknowing children touch the 
leaves and in a few days are in a pitiable plight. 
The ettect of the poison is shown first in an 
itching of the skin, followed by rcwlness and the 
formation of little blisters. 
In severe cases the 
iuflamniatiou becomes vorv violent and the face 
and hands are greatly swollen, while tho pain 
and irritation are intolerable, and often inuuce 
fever and nausoa. 
The list of those who 
hav e 
been poisoned tiiis summer by the vino in the 
park and burial grounds is a big one. 
William 
KuotT, of 4(Hi Fairmount avenue, who was so 
bailly poisoned about a month ago in Monument 
cemetery, is only I'ecovering after weeks of 
frightful suffering. 
B. Frank Bonham, of the 
sheriff's oftice has just recovered from the re­ 
sult of ct)ming in contact with the poison ivy. 
His legs and arms were swollen to an alarming 
extent. 
The pain ho endured was intonse, aud 
aftc'r being laid up in the house for ten daya he 
is glad to get about without being disfigured for 
life. 
July 5th the board of health passed the reso­ 
lutions ordering tho cemetery companio« to ro- 
inovo and destpy within t<ni“ days all poison 
vines. 
Tho time has long."pas» e*d, but few of 
the vines have disappeared. 


NATURAL INSTINCT^ 
H ow it i.s l>« vf)I<» p*i(i 111 liird s, I'ow ls Hud 
Insects. 
Chickens, two minutes after thoy have left 
the egg, will, says St George MeVart in the 
Fo rtn ig h tb j licview, 
folloM’ with their eyes the 
movement« of crawling insocts and pock at 
them, judging 
distance and- direction with 
almost infallible accuracy. They will instinct­ 
ively appreciate sounds, re.adily running toward 
an invisible hen hidden in a box when 
they hoar 
her “call.” Some young birds also have an in­ 
nate, instinctive horror at tho sight of a hawk 
and of the sound of its voice. 
Swallows, 
titmice, tomtit« 
aud 
wrens, 
after 
having 
been confined from 
birth, are 
capable of 
flying successfully at onco 
whon 
liberat^wl 
and 
their 
wings 
have 
attained 
their 
necessary growth to render flight possible. 
The Duke of Argyle relates some very int'jr- 
esting particulars al>out tlio instincts of birds, 
especially of the water ousel, thoiaorgauser and 
the wild duek. 
Even as to tho « ilans of beasts I 
find recorded: “Five young polecats were iound 
comfortably imbeddiil in dry withered gi'ass, 
and in a side hole, of proper dimensions for 
such a lanler, weru forty frogs and two toads, 
all alive, but merely capable of sprawling a lit­ 
tle. 
On examination the whole number, toads 
and all, proved 
have botm purposely and dex- 
tcrioualy bitten through the orain.” ’Evidently 
the parent polecat ha<l thus provided the youug 
with food which could K' kept perfectly fresh, 
because alivo, and yet was rendered quite 
unablo 
to 
escape.’ 
This 
singular 
in­ 
stinct 
is 
liko others 
which 
are yet 
more fully 
developed 
among 
instincts—a 
class of animals tho instincts of which are so 
numerous, wondi rful and notorious that it will 
bo, probably, enough to refer to one or two ex­ 
amples. 
The female carpenter bee, in order to 
jirotect lier eggs, excavates in some piece of 
wood, a series of chamlwrs, in special order 
with a view to a peculiar mode of exit for her 
young; but the young mothor can have no con­ 
scious knowledge of the serious actions subse­ 
quently to etisue. The female of tlie wasp (sphex) 
affords anothc'r M oll-known but very remarka­ 
ble example of a (romplex instinct closely 
related to that 
alraady 
mentioned 
in the 
case of the polecat 
Th*e female wasp haw to 
provide 
fresli living animal food for her 
progeny, which, 
when 
it 
quit-s its egg, 
quits it in tho form of an almost hopelo.Hs grub, 
utterly unable to catch, retain or kill an activ» -« , 
struggling prey. 
AvJcordingl}' tlie mother in­ 
sect has uot only to provide and ida<;e beside 
her eggs suitable living prey, but so to treat it 
that it may bo a helj)l(*ss, * unresisting victim. 
That victini may be a uiiire caterpillar, or it 
may bo a great, powerfiü grasshopper, or even 
that most fierce, active ana rapacious of insect 
tyrantJi, a fell and venomous spider. 
Which­ 
ever it may be, the wasp adroitly stinga it at the 
spot which induces, or in several spots which 
induce, complete paralysis as to motion, let us 
hope as to aonsation also. 
This done, the 
Wiisp 
entomb« tho hopeless being with its own egg, 
and leaves it for tho support of tho future

BISHOP TAYLOR’S NEW ENTERPRISE. 


H e is S tarting Stations in T..il>« rla and Calls 
for >Vorkers to M an T hem . 
From tho New York Suui« 
.^though Bishop Taylor's missionary enter­ 
prises in the Congo basin are rapidly extend­ 
ing, 
ho is not limiting his 
work to that 
region, but is prepairing to plant a new series 
of missions in another part of Africa. 
He has 
just sent word to his friends in this country 
that he has complet<>d arrangements with native 
kings and chiefs for tho [ immediate establish­ 
ment of seventeen industrial schools and mis­ 
sions in Liberia. 
Tliese stations are to extend 
about 1200 miles up the coast, beginning at the 
mouth of tho Cavalla river, a little south of 
Cape Palmas. 
Seven of them will bo planted 
along the Cavalla, one of tho largest rivers in 
Liberia. 
The Cavalla stations will extend sev­ 
enty miles inland, and the bishop has already 
settled the building sites. 
The chief eagerly 
welcomed the proposal to send teachers among 
them, and have bound themselves to give all 
tho necessary lands to plant the first crop for 
the mission food supplies, to out aud carry 
timber for the biiihlings, and to help erect them. 
By Christmas the bishop says, the buildingc will 
be reatly at the eeyen mission post along the 
Cavalla, aud ho w'ant« fifteen young men and 
fifteen young women from America to begin his 
civiliziuj,' work in Liberia. 
“1 don’t advise any 
young man,” writes the bishop, “to come here 
single if ho can bring a suitable wife with him.” 
Steps will at onco bo taken in this country to 
raise funds with which to set Bishop Taylor’s 
new African enterprise on its fe<rt 
These tribes are not at all under the control 
of the Liberi.an government, and they are as 
s(iantily supplied with knowledge and clothing 
as the (.’ongo tril*os. 
Some members of the 
bishop’s party saw tho wife of a chief, who was 
accused of causing tho death of a little girl by 
witchcraft, subjected to the poison ordeal, a 
murderous device of the fetich men in a large 
part of Africa. 
Sometimes the stomach refuses 
to retain the poisonous liquid, the vii'tim lives, 
and his innocence is thereby supposed to be es- 
tablishsd. 
If he dies, however, he is thought to 
have incurrexl a just punishment for his crime. 
In this case the executioner poundod sasswood 
in a mortar and mixei it with water. 
A basin 
was then fiUod with the dea<llv potion, and the 
poor woman looked at and talked to it. 
She 
had three pebbles in her hand, and as .she talked 
she tapped the edge of tho basin with one peb­ 
ble, dropped ono into the poison, and threw the 
other away. 
“O Niswa,” she cried, “if I have killed » ny- 
IkhIv, let me drink this and die. 
If I never have 
killed anybody, then lot me live.” 
Then she drained the basin to the dregs. Tlie 
dish was filled twice more, and the woman 
drank nearly all tho lluid, but finally the man 
who had prepared tho poison told her she need 
drink no more. 
Fortunately the i>oison simply 
made her deathly sick, and*that fact saved her 
life. 
The next day, says Bishop Tavlor, was 
one of the most wonderful he has » ten in Africa. 
I’he day was devoted by the happy woman aud 
her many friends to dancing, slioutang, beating 
of drums, and firing of guns, and the joyous 
procession of dancing females was led by the 
woman who had so narrowly «’« caped death 
through one of Africa’s most revolting prac­ 
tices. 
The bishop says he has entirely changed his 
mind with regard to tho perils of life in .\frica, 
especially in Liberia, which ho regards as a 
comparatively healthful chmate. 
He thinks 
jieoplo of good constitutions and prndent habits 
will not run much risk in the new stations he is 
alN)Ut to found. 
He says he want« young men 
who can teach the natives better metliods of 
work. 
Industrial school departments are a fea­ 
ture of his mission stations. 
He has learned, 
what some African mission.i.rieH do not yet ap­ 
pear to know, that tho best results can be at­ 
tained by those who tea<'h the natives how to 
work, and inspire in them 
a desire for better 
dwellings and some of the comforts of civilized 
life.

The design of the oiitomefcer, which it 
is unnecessajpy to deecribc ineciontific language, 
is to enable an oculist to tell instantaneously 
wliat glasses are required by far-sighted or near 
sighted persons. 
The inventor has had in re­ 
gard to it a peculiarly happy idea, especially 
suited for French practitioners and patient# , 
'riio figures marked upon the graduated scale 
at which the subject has to look through a lens 
or a simple apartnre, according to the more or 
less df'terionted condition of his eyes, appear 
when tho instrument is held as 
0110 would hold 
a sheet of paper, to be a sories of irregular, 
elongated figures, but when viewed through the 
aperture with the optometer held as one would 
hold a telescope they resi)lve thomselvos into 
small dominos. 
These dominos aro arranged in 
such a way that tho sum of the dots on the 
furtherest domino seen indicaiei< tho degree of 
far or near sightodness, while the nnmbor of 
dominos distinguished indicates the focusing 
power of the eye examined. 
There i* another extraordinary feature about 
this instrum ent 
l'île focu.Ming power of the 
eye diminishes as age advances, the change 
commencing in early childhood.

A W ashington corresp ondent of the New 
York Jitrald w rites: 
A statem eut p x irp orting 
to come from San Francisco, was p rinted in the 
m orning p ap ers here to-day alleging among 
other things, that the United States, G reat B rit­ 
ain and France united in a treaty w ith the Ha- 
^.waiian islands in 18-13-4, by w hich the three 
nations “engaged recip rocally to consider the 
Sandwich islands as indep endent, and never to 
take p ossession, neither strictly nor under tiie 
title of p rotectorate, nor under any other form , 
of any p art of the territory of w hich they are 
comjiosed, and that this treaty was concurred 
in by the United States in IS 14. 
The rep ort had p reviously been received in 
W ashington, and is unequivocably denied at the 
state dep artm ent. 
Our first treaty wnth the H a­ 
w aiian islands was in 1845), and is sim p ly a 
treaty - of am ity and commerce. No such concur­ 
rence as is rep ortcil from San Francisco on the 
p art of the Uuit<*d States w ith Great B ritain and 
Franííe would be p ossible. 
W hat did hap p en in 
1S43 is found in the B ritish state p ap ers. 
It 
fip p ears 
the early p art of tliat y ear that the 
lit. Hon. George I'aulet, then the rep resentative 
of Groat Britain at Honolulu, dem anded of King 
Kamm ehamelia the p rovisional cession of the 
Hawaiian Islands to the dom inm ion of the 
Britinh flag. 
The affair grew out of trouble 
caused by the attachm ent which had been 
t)laced up on the p rop erty of Mr. Charlton, the 
p ritisii consul for tho Sandwich Islands. 
The 
rear adm iral of tho B ritish fleet in the Pacific 
was in Valp araiso when this hap p ened and at 
once rep aired to the islands to ascertain the 
cause for this unex p ected coup d ’etat. The re­ 
sult -was an im m ediate restoration of tho Sand­ 
wich Islands’ flag to the sovereignity of the 
king, and a treaty , or rather agreem ent, signed 
Julv 81, 1818, concluded as follows: 
“Ndthing herein shall dep rive his m ajesty of 
an inherent or acknowledged rig h t vested in an 
indep enden t so vereign. ” 
In the <forresp endence 
accom p anving the 
agreem ent liear Admiral Thom as said he hop ed 
th a t this act of restoration to the free ex ercise 
of his sovereign authority Avould be received 
by the king of the Sandwich Islands as a most 
p ow erful and convincing p roof, not only of the 
resp onsilnlity he was under to remedy real 
’Wrongs, but also the im p ortance which attaches 
to tho m aintenance of those friendly recip rocal 
advantages and relations which had for so manv 
y ears subsisted between the two nations. 
When our treaty with the Sandwich Islands 
was ratiried in 1875, England claimed, under 
the favored nation clause, tho same p rivileges 
ex tended to the United States by tliis recip rocity 
treaty . 
At that time the B ritish governm ent 
did not p ress its dem ands, though it is p i-obal>le 
in any event tliat the right dem anded as a treaty 
p rivilege would have been firmly denied. 
Her 
interests v/ere very remote, and it did not then 
ap p ear that there would ever be a cliange.

But the more ])ractirai view of this question, 
which, it )H said at the state dep artm ent, is 
growing daily in im p ortance, is the great ini'oad 
it alniady makes on the means of transp orta­ 
tion to im p orting houses in St. Paul, Milwaukee, 
C'Jiicago, and Eastern cities, p articularly New 
York. 
At tiie urgent request of the im p orters 
of the latter city , the United States treasury 
agent at Vancouver has been ap p ointed by the 
secretary of state as consular agent at that p o in t 
He is autiiorized to seal cars laden w ith duti­ 
able goods and destined for any city having 
railroad connections under tho bomled ' sy stem. 
It is thought bv state dep artm ent oflicials that 
the n(ix t step B ritish cap ital will take will be 
the construction of a calde l>etween Vancouver 
and Honolulu, which may eventually ex tend 
acroHH the Pacific. 
The recent visit of Queen 
K ap iolani to England, it is believed, will be 
followed on her return homo by m easures p ro- 
motinar the com mercial interests of England 
and Hawaii,

The beaiitiful Lady Gordon, when the ranks

K very Day . 
From the New York Mail and Ex p ress. 
“How m any glasses of beer are sold each 
dav in the alm ost 10,000 saloons of New York 
citV?” 
That is the question th at was asked a p rom i­ 
nent down-town saloon-keep er the other day . 
“Young man, y ou hadn’t ought to ask such 
questions in hot weather. 
T hey ’re too fatigu­ 
ing,” was the rep ly . 
“Pretty nigh all New York 
is drinking beer during this season, and it would 
take a m ighty good m athem atician to figure out 
the am ount that is gulp ed dow n.” 
Just stand behind this bar for five m inutes 
and watch the rush and y ou can draw some 
conclusion. 
It was at about tho busiest tim e of 
the day . 
The w hite-ap roned bar-tenders were 
as busy as bees. 
Along the inner edge of tlie 
bar was a groove in which the bottom of a beer 
glass just fitted. 
A waiter at one end w’ould 
call out “One!” or “Two,” as the case m ight be, 
and another waiter at the other end would, by 
a dex terous tw ist of his w rist, send the beer 
glasses whizzing along the groove to where the 
custom ers stood. 
The glasses went fly ing up and down with in ­ 
credible rap idity . 
In the course of tive m inutes 
the looker-on counted in the neighborhood of 
100, and even then was not sure that he had 
not missed some. 
Kep t up at this rate it would 
mean considerabl y over 4 ,000 glasses p assed 
over that single bar each day . 
“Of course,” said the saloon-keep er, “this 
does not keep up all day , nor during many hours 
of the day or night, nor is this saloon a good 
one to draw an estim ate on. 
There are many 
tiown town that dp just as m uch business as i's 
done h » re. 
B ut there are hundreds whore no 
Buch sj les ajre made. 
“In the saloons of New York the sales of beer 
durintr the hot weather run from ton kegs to 
over 100 p er day . 
It is not every saloon that 
can climb any where near the 10()-kogH p oint, 
and not fall to ten kegs, although some do use 
that much. 
“Perhap s it m ight be fair to strike an averacre 
at ten kegs a day all around, although tliat may 
be high-. 
This would give us cloaeon 100,00i> 
kegs a day . 
Now, in tho ordinary keg there are 
from 120 to 1T)0 ordinary glasBewes. 
In this 
saloon there are almost* as many ‘p onies’ as 
glasses called for, but then again there are other 
p laces where schooners are the rule. 
“But, calculating on the sm aller figures of 
120 glasses to th t .keg, and ten kegs p er day to 
each saloon, and we sliould have about 12.000,- 
000 glasses of beer that are sold every day in 
New York. 
Those are p retty stiff figures, are 
they not? Mind, I don’t say all this beer is sold 
bv the glass. 
It may go over the bar in cans or 
p Uchers to be drunk from glasses afterw ard. 
B ut 1 havo figured on a fair glass basis. 
Be­ 
sides, beer is not tho only liquor drank in New 
York just now.
